In wild exultation at the Conquest 
of Western Asia, towards the end cf 
the 14th century, Tamerlane descend- 
ed with his victorious hordes on the 
plains of northern India. In: feeble 
helplessness Mahmud sat still in hts 
palace trusting vainly to the old pro- 
verb:—“I¢ is a far cry to Delhi.” 
Amid scenes of indescribable horror 
the city was taken, but Tamerlane 
cathe as destroyer, not as founder.

WONDERS OF THE DEAD SEA 


Motor Boat Exploration by Member 
of American Colony in Jerusalem 
An interesting trip around the Dead 

Sea was made in a motor boat by 

Jacob BE. Spafford, a member of the 

American colony in Jerusalem. 

In circumnavigating the lake four 
or five very fertile plains or ghors 
were met with. “These plains,” writ- 
es Mr, Spafford, “naturally bring to 
witht the connection of the Dead Sea 

the p 
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“These plaing and the small oasis 
at Dngedi are the only points where 
life of any kind and water are to be 
found, Engedi, our first stopping 
place, Is the only spot on the West 
side where fresh water is to be had. 
This evidently was a litle paradise in 
the time of Solomon, and is frequently 
mentioned in the Old Testament. 

“The cliffs on the west side of the 
sea which form an almost unbroken 
wall, excepting for the rugged torrent 
beds, and which vary from 300 to 
1,900 feet in height, are all of lime- 
stone, whereas on the east side of the 
lake the formation is entirely sand- 
stone of exquisite hues, The abun- 
dance of water on this side as compar- 
ed with the other is very striking, too. 

“About ten miles from Engendi lies 
the peerless natural fortress of Ma- 
sada (Sebbeh), first fortified by the 
Maccabees, then used as a place of 
refuge by Herod. At the foot of the 
tableland can be seen the Roman wall 
of circumvallation and the two Ro- 
man camps on either side of the small 
ravine. 

“The fortress. which is 1.700 — feet 
above the sea, has steep sides at an 
angle of about 75 degrees and cannot 
| be approached, except from a connect- 
ing neck called the Serpentine. A 
more inhospitable place or one more 
disadvantageous to beseigers could not 
be imagined. 

“Right miles away is Jebel Usdum, 
a mountain of rock salt rising to a 
height of 500 feet. In this mountain 
is a large cave which was explored to 
the extent of about 200 yards, at which 
point a.tapering cylindrical shaft of 
about 20 feet in diameter was discov- 
ered, piercing the solid rock salt 80 
| feet. high, as though through polished 
| marble, evidently effects of the rain.

The approach to 
this mountain presents “most fantas- 
tic appearances of walls. buttresses, 
parapets, projecting towers, etc, cats: 
ed by the stratification and lay of the 
salt boulders.

London, Eng.—There is a rising tide 
of anger throughout England over 
the sentence of three and a_ half 
years’ confinement in the fortress 
passed by the German Imperial Court 
at Leijpsig upon Bertrand Stewart, a 
prominent London lawyer, on a charge 
of espionage. 

The feeling aroused has reached 
such a. height*that theres a possibil- 
ity the incident will prove the break- 
ing point of Anglo-German hostilities, 

The fact cannot be overlooked that 
the newspapers representing both 
great political parties of Great Britain 
are Clamoring for government action 
in Stewart's behalf.

Mr. Campbell said that at the north 
of Lake. Winnipeg, arrangements had 
already been made to employ the In- 
dians as fire rangers and that their 
use would probably be extended. 

In resend to college students as fire 
rangers, Mr. Aubrey White, Deputy 
oe iM Lands and Forests for On- 
tarlo, that on the whole they had 
not given poor service. An educated 
man of 22 was better for the purpose 
than an unintelligent lumberjack. The 
Crown lands department intended the 
exclusion of students so long as they 
were not otherwise qualified, but they 
intended to show no favor to any spec- 
fal class of man. 

If forests are to be protected from 
fires then the appointment of fire 
rangers must be taken away from the 
realms of political favoritism. 

This is the opinion of the majority 
of the delegates as expressed at the 
afternoon session. 

“So long as politicians appoint fire 
rangets, there always will be forest 
fires,” said Professor James Macoun, 
of the Geological Survey, in the courge 
of a discussion on the report of fire 
legislation submitted by Dr. B, B. Fer- 
now, of the Faculty of Forestry, in the 
University of Toronto, 

“At the present it seems wholly im- 
possible to get efficient fire rangers, 
owing to political reasons,” corrobor- 
ated Mr. Clifford Pinchot, president 
of the American Conservation Associa- 
tion. These statements were receiv- 
ed with great applause, by 

Several other speakers censured the 
present system that allows inexper- 
fenced college students to act as fire 
rangers, 

Mr. E. B. Rochester, of the E. B. 
Eddy Co. severely criticized the efforts 
of the Forestry Branch of the Govern- 
ment. He claimed that fifty per cent. 
of the students sent out as fire rang- 
ers were positively useless for the 
work, He advised engaging compe- 
tent lumbermen and experienced 
woodsmen. Indians, he said, like a 
good many white men, could not be 
relied upon. 

The Hon, Sydney Fisher, ex-Min- 
ister.of Agriculture, said that the late 
rere eet had legislated according 
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the railroads and made to pay, up to 
$5,000 damages, if an effort is made 
to extinguish the fires and more than 
this if no effort is made to prevent a 
fire from spreading. 

He explained that the railway com- 
mission had power to enact regula- 
tions and rules for the railways to ob- 
serve affecting the protection of for- 
ests from fires. 

Mr. Clifford Pinchot said that it 
was, primarily essential that, as soon 
as word of a forest fire was reecived 
it should be easy to get to the fire 
quickly. The whole secret of the fire- 
fighting policy, be sald, was to vet 
men to get to the fire quickly to put 
it out. ,

NEW HOTEL LAW IN FRANCE 


At Least 80 Per Cent. of the Staff 
; Must be French 

Hotelkeepers in France are some- 
what perturbed by the proposed law 
for the employment of at least 80 per 
cent. of Frenchmen on their staffs. 
Such a law would not affect some of 
the resorts where the visitors, as well 
as the servants, are nearly all French; 
but in the Riviera towns and in almost 
every place where English-speaking 
visitors are numerous the French em- 
ploye has a comparatively small share 
in hotel work. 

From the manager downward the 
staff often consists of an entirely for- 
eign element, largely German and 
Swiss; and unless Frenchmen become 
better linguists, says the Queen, and 
in other ways render themselves cap- 
able of looking after a big cosmopoll- 
tan clientele, the staffs are likely to 
remain much in their present propor- 
tion. 

It is only a few years since the 
weekly “day off” was given on the 
same day ofthe week to all employ- 
eés: but after the difficulties and im- 
possibilities of the situation were 
clearly shown to the authorities a 
chinge vas made in the interpreta- 
tion of the law.

Wear of Traffic on Roads 


A machine that measures the wear 
caused by traffic upon the public 
highways is among the scientific in- 
struments on show at the exhibition 
of the Physical Society, of London, at 
the Imperial College of Science, 
South Kens'ngton, In speaking aout 
this machine, an official of ‘the Road 
Board referred to the wear on_ the 
various ‘main roads of London, “Wood 
pavement,” he said, “wears | down 
about one inch in six years, except in 
places where the traffic is particular- 
ly intense.
